Firfl, I acknowledge myfelf guilty unto 
Almighty God, to all the Company of 
Heaven, and to you, my ghoftly father, 
that, fince the time of my lafl Confef- 
fion, I have offended my Lord God 
grievoufly : and efpecially in the Seven 
deadly Sins. 

Pride. I have finned in Pride of heart, 
not thinking lowly of God's gifts and ta- 
lents which He hath lent me. Alfo I 
have finned in pride of clothing; in 
flrength ; in eloquence ; in beauty ; in 
proud words ; whereof I cry God mercy.

Envy, 
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Envy. Alfo I have finned in Envy, 
hearing any man more praifed than I, or 
better cherifhed than I, or if he hath 
more profperity than I ; and I have mif- 
anfwered my fellow Chriflians, and have 
rejoiced therein : thereof I cry God mercy. 

Wrath, Alfo I have finned in Wrath, 
as in bitternefs of heart againfl my fellow 
Chriftians, whether it were in a little 
matter or great; and in every word or 
thing whereof I wifhed to be avenged of 
them, and when I anfwcred them with 
evil words, or have fmitten them : whereof 
I cry God mercy. 

Sloth. Alfo I have finned in Sloth; 
efpecially in dalnefs of heart, and when I 
delighted myfelf with evil thoughts and 
im^inations of this world, and of my 
flefii — not thanking God for His benefits, 
neither being forry for my fins; not 
having occupied myfelf in good prayers 
nor holy meditations for the ftrengthening 
of my foul : whereof I cry God mercy. 

Covetoufnefs. Alfo I have finned in 
Covetoufnefs, through unlawful defires of 
worldly goods, in mifpending and un- 

c reafonable 
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reafonable keeping of them ; and I have 
overmuch deiired wealth, and profperity^ 
and more worldly dignities, and riches 
than I had, and have repined at any tribu- 
lations, adveriity, or poverty : whereof I 
cry God mercy. 

Gluttony, Alfo I have finned in Glut- 
tony, by unreafonable love of eating and 
drinking, more for flefhly pleafure than 
for bodily fuflenance ; and I have greatly 
exceeded in meat and drink beyond what 
nature could bear ; whereby I was the 
worfe difpofed to ferve my Lord God, 
and the more flirred up to fin, wrath, and 
rctchlefTnefs : whereof I cry God mercy. 

Luft, Alfo I have finned in wanton* 
nefs, by foul adlions, by thought of filthy 
lulls, and uncleannefs ; fometimes done in 
deed and in adl : whereof I cry God 
mercy. 

The Ten Commandments* 

Alfo I have finned in breaking of the 
Ten Commandments. I have not loved 
my Lord God above all things, nor my 
neighbour as myfelf. I have been in the 

habit 
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habit of fwearing by my Lord God ; by 
His Name, in vain ; by His fweet Body, 
and His Saints all. I have not hallowed 
the Feafts of Holy days commanded by the 
Church. I have not done due reverence 
to my father and mother, nor to my 
ghoftly father, nor followed their teach- 
ing. I have finned in backbiting my fel- 
low Chriflians, in afTailing their good 
name, and defiling them with my words. 
I have harmed my neighbours, taking 
their goods againft their will by wrong, 
I have finned .carnally with divers perfons, 
and would have done fo more if I could 
have had time and place. I have borne 
falfe witnefs againft my fellow Chriftians. 
I have coveted to have my neighbour's 
wife, daughter, or fervant, and would if 
I might. I have inordinately defired the 
goods of my neighbours, contrary to the 
laws of God : whereof I cry God mercy. 

ff The Five Senfes, 

Furthermore, I have finned in mifpend- 
ing my five Senfes : that is to fay, in the 
fight of mine eyes, the tafting of my 

mouth. 
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mouth, the hearing of mine ears^ the 
fmelling of my nofe, the touching of my 
hands and feet, and with other members 
of my body : whereof I cry God mercy. 

V The Seven Works of Mercy bodily. 

Alfo I have finned in not fulfilling the 
Seven Works of Mercy bodily, in will, 
flrength, and deed. I have not clothed 
the naked ; I have not given drink to the 
thirfty ; I have not fed the hungry ; I 
have not vifited the prifoners and the fick ; 
I have not parted with my goods to the 
poor ; I have not harboured the harbour- 
lefs ; I have not buried the dead, accord- 
ing to the commandments of my God : 
whereof I cry God mercy. 

^ The Seven Works of Mercy gboftly. 

Alfo, I have finned in not fulfilling the 
Seven* Works of Mercy fpiritual. I have 
not given counfel to them that had need ; 
I have not taught the ignorant ; I have 
not difcreetly correfted them that have 
offended ; I have not comforted them 
that have been in heavinefs ; I have not 

forgiven 
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forgiven them that have miiTaid or mif- 
done anything againil me ; I have not 
patiently fuffered them that have reproved 
me ; I have not devoutly prayed to God 
for my neighbour, to give him grace to 
alter his finful living, and continue in 
virtue. 

IT The Seven Gifts of The Holy Ghost. 

Alfo, I have not ufed the Gifts of The 
Holy Ghost to the honour of God ; as 
the gift of Underftanding, the gift of Wif- 
dom, the gift of Counfel, the gift of 
Knowledge, the gift of Strength, the gift 
of Piety, and the gift of Fear, whereof I 
cry God mercy. 

^ The Sacraments. 

Alfo, I have not given thanks to our 
Lord for His Sacraments of Baptifm and 
The Body and Blood of our Lord ; nei- 
ther have I praifed Him for Confirma- 
tion, Penance, Wedlock, Prieflhood, and 
Anointing ; whereof, being repentant, I 
cry God mercy.

Alfo, I have not difpofed me to the Eight 
Beatitudes ; as Poverty of fpirit, .Perfedl 
meeknefs in adverfity^ Perfedl meeknefs in 
profperity, Defire of right wifdom, Perfcft 
mercy, Cleannefs of heart. Peace in deiire, 
joyful Endurance of perfecution in thecaufe 
of virtue, wherefore I cry God mercy. 

For thefe and all other, known and not 
known, that ever I did iince I was born 
unto this day, I afk God mercy. And 
moil merciful Lord God, I yield up 
myfelf guilty unto Thee, and I utterly 
commit myfelf unto Thy grace, pity, and 
mercy, and I pray you, my ghoftly fa- 
ther, to be between my fin and me, that 
God of His mercy may forgive me for this 
my lowly confeflion, that I may be deli- 
vered from my ghofUy enemy, and obtain 
the endlefs blifs unto which God hath 
brought me, wherefore I pray.

But whence is this to me that Thou 
comeft unto me? Thou knoweft Thy

^vour him. I confefs my vilenefs ; I 
acknowledge Thy goodneis ; I piaife Thy 
companion ; I g^ve thanks anto Thee for 
TJiinc exceeding love.

as many pious perfons have been who, 
for their exceeding defire of Communion, 
and ardent and heartfelt love have not 
^n able to refrain from weeping, but 
alike with the mouth of the heart and of 
^hc body did, from the very marrow of 
their foul, pant after Thee, O God, the 
living Fountain, unable otherwife to re- 
train 
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ftrain or fatisfy their hunger, except by 
receiving Thy Body with all joy and fpi- 
ritual eagerncfs. O what true and burn- 
ing faith was theirs ! Sure proof of Thy 
facred prefence ! They truly know their 
Lord in the breaking of bread whofe heart 
fo burns within them becaufe Jesus is 
walking with them. Alas ! too often is 
fuch a£e6lion and devoutnefs, this vehe- 
ment love and ardour, far diftant from 
hie. Be gracious unto me, O Good Jesu, 
fweet and kind as Thou art ; and grant 
that Thy poor fuppliant may fometimes 
feel fomewhat of the heartfelt affedlion of 
Thy love in Holy Communion ; that my 
faith may be ftrengthened,my hope increafe, 
and my love once for all being perfeftly 
enkindled, and having tailed the Manna 
of Heaven, may never die away! For 
Thy mercy is mighty to beftow on me 
even this much wiflied-for grace, and 
when the day of Thy good pleafure fhall 
arrive, moft mercifully to vifit me. Al- 
though I burn not with thefe great long- 
ings of worfhippers of Thine fo fpiritual,

After mentioning their ufe of the *' Surfum 
Corda,** '* Lift up your hearts," and The Seraphic 
Hymn, The '*Sanftu8,** he proceeds, **Then 
having ian^ified ourfelves by thefe fpiritual hymns, 
we call upon The merciful God to fend forth His 
Holy Spirit upon the gifts lying before Hinf, 
that He may make the Bread The Body of Chkist, 
and the Wine The Blood of Christ ; for whatfo- 
ever The Holy Ghost has touched is fan^fied and 
changed. 

<< Then after The Spiritual Sacrifice is perfedled 
the Bloodlefs Service upon that Sacrifice of Pro- 
pitiation, we intreat God for the common peace of 
the Church ; for the tranquillity of the world ; 
for kings ; for (bldiers and allies ; for the fick ; 

for 
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for the afflicted } and in a word for all who ftand 
in need of fuccour, we all fupplicate and offer This 
Sacriiice.** 

<< Then we commemorate aUb thofe who have 
fallen afleep before us ; firfl Patriarchs, Prophets, 
ApofUeSy Martyrs, that at their prayers and inter- 
vention God would receive our petition.

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NOTE BY THE EDITOR. 

The greater part of the contents of this volume is 
taken from the "Enchiridion" or "Hours," 
being the Manual of Private Devotion, according 
to the English Ufe of Sarum, of which more than 
one hundred editions were circulated in this 
country during the latter yeais of the 15th and 
thefirfthalf of the i6th century. The remainder, 
except the prayer of Sr Ambrose, is from the 
Private Devotions, and other portions of The Sarum 
MlfTal. 

The hvour with which the former edition of 
this book was received, is a fufficient juftification 
to the Editor There was an evident want of 
(bme ihort help or guide to Confeilion, whether in 
the penitent*s private chamber, or to the Prieft, 
which is here fupplied. The ordinary companions 

to 
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to Holy Commonion ieemed oot only deficient in 
femur and tnidi of feeling bot for the moft part 
to ha in recognizing and appropriating tho(e its 
awfiil and bleiled Myfteriet, which, one and all of 
them, are fo inexpreffibly dear to every Catholic 
ChrifHan. Seldom moreorer, coold there be found 
in any of them that deep realization of, and fd- 
lowihip withy The Paffion of our Lonn, and His 
fttffering Humanity, which is the foundation of, 
and principal Element in, all true devotion. 

To fop{rfy theie defoOs, it (eemed better to have 
rcconrfo to a period when the Weftem Church 
was as yet undivided, and comparatively undii^ 
traded by party fpirit ; to the af^rarions of the 
Fathen, ConfeiTors, and Saints of the Church, 
who had lived and died, as if they had already 
begun Heaven on earth, and not to modem 
authors, or to forms often disfigured by a morbid 
and credulous extravagance of fontiment on the 
one hand, or a jejune fe^onal and fceptical cold- 
ness on the other. 

Such a Manual, the Editor found already made 
to his hand in the Ancient Englifh Liturgical 
books, a fmall number of which have, by Divine 
Providence, been preferved to the prefent day, not- 
withftanding the efforts made to deftroy them. 

He 
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He here prefents it to the Church ; his only ihare 
in it being that of a tranflator, and in fome degree, 
an arranger. 

The former edition contained what was applica- 
ble with very little exception to the Laity only. 
In the prefent the devotions for the Clergy are 
added in a fmaller type, i^th fome additional 
prayers for the Laity from the fame fources. In 
the Appendix are fome Meditations before and 
after Communion, from the Fourth Book of 
** The Imitation of Christ,'* and a fhort feries of 
authorities, moftly devotional, from the Fathers. 
The whole, he trufb, will now be found complete 
in all its parts. 

Finally, he ventures to exprefs an earnefl hope 
that the Clergy will, in their celebration of the 
Holy Eucharift, allow proper paufes and intervals 
for the ufe of theie mofl catholic expreifions of 
worfhip and praife. The Ancient Offices all re- 
garded The Sacrament of The Altar as the mofl 
fblemn, awful, and myfterious of human adHons ; 
hence all had their *' fecreta ** or private prayers 
for priefl and layman, petitions for felf-confecra- 
tion, and forgivenefs in cafe of any defeat, for 
particular application and appropriation of the great 
public rite to each individual perfon, and of pure 

con- 
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contemphtioii and adofation. The moft Aiitabl 
time for foch paufcs would feem to beimmediatel 
before and after the z€t of confecration of the ele 
menti, and after the reception by the Prieft.
